Old tim ers in the executive 
office say the m ail is larger th an 
any previous governor’s except G if­ 
ford Pinchot, who encouraged the 
practice. 


All letters are read by girls with 
blue pencils. 
Sections believed of 
sufficient im port for the executive 
are underscored. 
M any letters are 
requests from “deserving Dem ocrats” 
who w ant jobs. 
O thers are com­ 
plaints, usually im portant to the in ­ 
dividual but about ordinary routine 
m atters of government. M eritorious 
com plaints are referred to proper 
authorities. 
Chief Clerk R ichard Heagy said 
a new governor’s m ail is always 
heavy a t first, then dwindles.

D uring her brief stopover here, 
Miss McElroy wired her father, City 
M anager H. F. McElroy of K ansas 
City, a brief and som ew hat vague 
message. H er wire, police siid, was: 
“Sorry but I am too frig h t­ 
ened to know w hat I ’m doing.”

K ansas City, Ma., Feb. 11.—Mys­ 
teriously m issing from h er home 
since last night, Miss M ary McElroy, 
daughter of City M anager H. F. M c­

pressed by the fath er inasm uch as 
the vivacious society girl was kid­ 
naped in May, 1933, and held until

City M anager McElroy frankly 
adm itted th a t he was deeply wor­ 
ried concerning his daughter. 
Police were asked to search the 
entire K ansas City area for the girl 
and police squads were furnished 
a complete description of the so­ 
ciety girl by radio broadcast.

Fear Partial Military 
Control Of Ethiopia By 
Italy Is Now Looming

Major Shepard Is

ADDIS ABABA, Abyssinia, Feb. 
11—Partial military control of 
Ethiopia by Italy was regarded 
by 
apprehensive 
government 
circles today as one possible out­ 
come of the renewed fighting 
along the Italian 
Somaliland 
border. 
Several hundred Ethiopians 
and 
forty native soldiers in the Italian 
forces were killed in a series of en­ 
gagements, according to official re­ 
ports reaching here. 
The Ethiopians attacked the town 
of Lam aba and 
occupied 
Scillave 
and Afdub, according to a form al 
protest m ade by th e Italian m inis­ 
ter. 
Tlie governm ent countered these 
charges 
by 
saying th a t 
Italian 
troops provoked the Afdub indicent 
and th a t 
Scillave 
had 
been 
a n 
Ethiopian m ilitary outpost for ten 
years. 
Military Intervention likely 
Italy ’s protest, it was feared would 
be followed by actual m ilitary in ­ 
tervention if Em peror Haillee Sel- 
asssie proves unable to control his 
forces. 
France 
would back Italy in any 
such action, because 
France 
lost 
nearly a hundred m en in an abys- 
sinian raid in French Somoliland 
recently, and France has shown an 
increasing disposition to facilitate 
Italy ’s growing piw er in Abyssinia. 
The latest clashes occurred along 
the undefined frontier south of Ual- 
ual, where 30 Italians and 110 Ab- 
yssinians w'ere killed in a battle last 
December. 
Apologies 
by Abyssinia 
brought an Italian promise to a t­ 
tem pt to settle the m atter by arbi­ 
tration, and to survey the border, 
but this arrangem ent is now believ­ 
ed to have been upset and drastic 
Italian action is looked for.

The jury’s decision climaxed a four 
years fight by M ajor Shepard to 
prove his innocence of the charge of 
first degree m urder after he had been 
convicted and sentenced to life im ­ 
prisonm ent in December, 1930. 
He won a new trial on appeal to 
the United States suprem e court.

tomorrow'. He was expected to pro­ 
pose several new and 
tem porary 
taxes to bridge the financial crisis 
until a new state constitution per­ 
m itting an income tax and more 
extended borrowing is adopted. 
Budget Of $321,000,000 
The budget was expected to total 
a t least $221,000,000 exclusive of the 
estim ated $20,000,000 deficit for the 
present biennium and the 
state’s 
share of relief costs now averaging 
$20,000,000 a m onth. The governor 
and his cabinet m et Sunday far into 
the night before approving the bien­ 
nial budget message in final form. 
M otor clubs m eanwhile planned to 
oppose the governor’s 
anticipated 
request for an emergency boost of 
two cents in the present three cent 
gasoline tax. 
Governor Earle and his aides suc­ 
ceeded in paring $30,000,000 from 
departm ental budgets subm itted by 
the outgoing Pinchot cabinet, it was 
learned. Among the new taxes the 
governor was expected to propose 
were a six per cent tax on all cor­ 
poration incomes; a two cent cigaret 
tax, and an am usem ent tax. It was 
also reported the governor will ask 
the legislature to abolish exemptions 
under the capital stock and loans

Rome, Feb. 11.—Acting swiftly fol­ 
lowing new clashes between Ethio­ 
pian forces and Italian native troops 
in Som aliland, the Italian govern­ 
m ent today completed mobilization 
of 70,000 reserves to deal with the 
situation. 
The divisions were called up as a 
“precautionary m easure”, an official 
announcem ent said. It was estim at­ 
ed 700 Ethiopians and 40 native sol­ 
diers in the Italian colonial forces 
were killed in the latest series of 
engagements. 
The official communique revealing 
the mobilization rea d : 
“As a precautionary measure, two 
divisions have been mobilized be­ 
tween the 5th and ." 1th of February, 
one in Sicily and the other in Tus- 
cania.” 
Each of the two divisions consists 
of 35.000 men of the reserve class 
born in 1911. 
The press departm ent of the for­ 
eign office adm itted th a t the situa­ 
tion in Abyssinia and surrounding 
territory, where Italy has extensive 
colonial and commercial interests, 
requires strengthening of existing 
garrisons. Eritrea and Italian Som­ 
aliland will be bolstered w ith extra 
troops, according to present plans.

HARRISBURG, Feb. 11.—Repub­ 
lican leaders smitten with a pench­ 
ant for gazing into the future are 
toying with the possibility of slat­ 
ing Auditor General Frank E. Bald­ 
win as the G. O. P. candidate for 
treasurer in the November election 
of 1036. 
Since 1921, when Charles Snyder, 
then auditor general, was elected 
tate treasurer, it has become a tra­ 
dition for the G. O. P. to promote 
its auditors general to the treasury- 
ahip, but the clamoring of young 
Republicans for new blood in the 
party veins may break the custom 
next year. 
Baldwin has given some thought 
to his course of action next year but 
I s made no definite decision be­ 
cause the election is still more or 
less distant. 
“The thing we’ve got to do is to 
watch the county and local elections 
this year when I think the Republi­ 
cans have a good chance to make a 
comeback,’* Baldwin said. 
“Recent 
developments at Washington con­ 
vince me the party will have a good 
chance in 1936 and to take advan- j 
tag© of it we’ve got to work hard in 
this fall’s local elections.” 
Young Republican leaders in some i 
of the western counties have started j 


a movement to head off any attempt 
to nominate Baldwin for treasurer, 
claiming “what the G. O. P. needs 
now is new men and new faces”. 
Younger elements in the party are 
starting a drive to nominate two 
young progressive leaders for auditor 
general and treasurer in 1936 wlien 
Republicans face the threat of losing 
their last two state elective offices to 
the Democrats. 
Republican 
candidates 
for 
the 
two offices will be under a great 
handicap in their fight against 
Democrats who have the powerful 
support of both state and federal 
patronage. Democrats looking for­ 
ward to the 1936 election have their 
hear s set on turning the G. O. P. 
out of the treasury and auditor gen­ 
eralship and capturing most of the 
25 senate seats also on the bar of 
public opinion at the same time. 
Baldwin, a native of McKean 
county, entered public service as a 
state senator in 1908. He served as 
president pro tempore of part of the 
1**19 session and the 1921 session. He 
was re-elected to the senate in 1924 
and 1928 and was chosen auditor 
general in the November election of 
1932. 
Snyder was succeeded as auditor 
General by Samuel S. Lewis, who 
later became treasurer and finally 
secretary of highways in the Pin- 
chot administration. Lewris was suc­ 
ceeded by Gen. Edward Martin, for­ 
mer Republican state chairman, who 
also was stepped up to state treas­ 
urer. Next in succession was Charles 
A. Waters, the present state treas­ 
urer, who was succeeded by Baldwin 
as auditor general. 
Duties of the auditor general are 
concerned chiefly with the disburse­ 
ment of state money, auditing of ac­ 
counts and settlement of tax claims.

Kennamer Faces 
Murder Charge 


Trial Takes Place In New 
Court House At Pawnee, 
Oklahoma 


HIGH LIFE” STORIES

PAWNEE, Okla., Feb. 1L—In 
this little prairie town, pictur­ 
esque with cowboys and Indians, 
a son of an Oklahoma federal 
judge went to trial for murder 
today.

Gorrell was found shot to death 
in an exclusive Tulsa section last 
Thanksgiving night, slumped in the 
seat of an automobile. 
His gun,

elite, who sdught to witness the 
brushing aside of the myriad rumors 
circulated since December 1, when 
young Kennamer calmly surrendered 
for the slaying. 
But only 400 persons were admit­ 
ted to the courtroom, spick and span 
with shining walls and modernistic 
lighting. 
The trial promised to rival in 
some respects that of Bruno Rich­ 
ard Hauptmann in Flemington, N. J. 
Witness Chair Elevated 
Newspaper writers from all parts 
of the country lined the press tables, 
strung in front of the bench of 
Judge Thurman S. Hurst. 
Tele­ 
graphic wires with silent tickers 
were pulled right in the courtroom. 
The witness chair was raised two 
feet from the floor to afford spec­ 
tators a good view. Sensation-seek- 
drs, however, may be disappointed. 
“It’s just another murder trial,” 
County Attorney Holly Anderson, 
chief prosecutor, insisted as the trial 
opened.

GERMANY PLANS an army of 
400,000 men, small compared with 
the Kaiser’s army. 
But the real 
fighting machine hereafter will be 
located in the air, and besides Ger­ 
man recruits for the 400,000 army 
will serve only one year, instead of 
four, giving a rapid turnover of 
trained fighters. At the end of five 
years Germany would have 2,000,- 
000 men trained to fight. It is like­ 
ly, however, that whatever is going 
to happen will happen long before 
five years are up. 


GERMANY HAS news not hither­ 
to published, that will not be wel­ 
come in Italy, France, England and 
Russia, according to reliable reports. 
The chemical branch of Germany’s 
military department informs the 
government that it possesses a new 
gas that will make possible destruc­ 
tion of life on a scale hitherto un­ 
dreamed of. 
It is not a gas that enters the 
lungs; gas masks are no protection 
against it. 
The smallest quantity 
of the gas, touching the bare skin 
anywhere, at once penetrates to the 
blood stream, causing death. Ger­ 
man chemists express their convic­ 
tion that with this gas and a few 
airplanes they would be able to kill 
every living soul in a city like Paris. 


AGAINST AIRPLANES, weapons 
of defense will be no protection. The 
air force of France and England 
have declared that it would be im­ 
possible to protect Paris or London 
against enemy air attack, even if 
the attack were announced in ad­ 
vance.
